DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Spotted on Hamptons Subway’s Southampton 
_ platform last Tuesday at 5 p.m. was Mel Brooks 
reading the Arts section of The Sunday Times. 
Also on the platform at 5 p.m. was J.Lo, working 
her iPhone and enjoying the new Wi-Fi that has 
now been installed system-wide. 


BANK ROBBERY 

A group of daring bank robbers made off 
with over $2 million during rush hour last 
Wednesday at 5:30 p.m. Arriving at the Hampton 
Bays platform wearing ski masks, they told 
passengers they were all going to be in a movie 
they had a permit for, which they displayed. 
Boarding a westbound local, straphangers 
signed releases and then willingly hoisted 
three “bandits” up to the interior ceiling of the 
subway car as cameras rolled, helped them 
through the trapdoor up there when the train

rolled to a stop at Westhampton Beach, then 
watched them wriggle through a metal door in 
the tunnel ceiling above. When the train came 
around again 40 minutes later, the passengers 
again helped the three men, this time carrying 
heavy sacks, to climb back through the ceiling 
at Westhampton Beach, then run off with their 
cameramen at the Eastport stop into the crowd. 

The “heist” apparently took place quietly 
inside the East End Bank for Savings safe, the 
passageway dug in from below. Our security 
guards were on the train but were each paid 
$50 to be extras in the film. Everyone involved 
has told the police they could identify the men 
if they could be seen wearing ski masks after 
the police round them up. So far, there are no 
suspects. Most subway riders in that subway 
car during the heist expressed disappointment 
after learning they weren’t going to be in a 
movie. “Aw, shucks,” one of them said. 


BLOWOUT DELAY 

There was a 45-minute delay on Thursday at 3 
p.m. involving all stations east of Amagansett. 
The third car on an eastbound subway train 
had a front tire blowout two miles east of 


Amagansett causing the trainman to bring it toa 
halt. The car was jacked up, the flat tire replaced 
with a donut tire the train carries as a spare, and 
the train limped at 15 miles an hour out to the 
Montauk Yard. We regret the delay. 


DRONES 

During rush hours, the surveillance cameras 
on the platforms cannot keep an eye on things 
because riders nearest the cameras block the 
camera’s views of others further away. Until the 
cameras can all be raised two feet on the walls, 
small three-foot-long metal drone helicopters 
will serve as surveillance cameras throughout 
the system. If one gets too close to you, just 
brush it away. We should have the wall cameras 
fixed by next Sunday. 


STAR SPANGLED BANNER SONG

over their hearts.

WHICH WAY? 

Police responded to traffic jams going west on 
both County Road 39 and Montauk Highway on 
Monday, and reported finding that westbound 
drivers were clogging these busy roads by 
stopping right before the bridges over the 
Shinnecock Canal. Police investigations 
determined that there was no_ physical 
obstruction preventing cars from crossing the 
bridges. It seems that the drivers, as a group, 
were apparently getting to the bridges and 
deciding to turn around and go back the way . 
they had come. Bewildered police questioned 
numerous drivers, and spokesman Lawrence 
Frick gave press a briefing about the strange 
development. According to Frick, all of the 
drivers reported being overcome by a “sudden 
skepticism that there could be anything on 
the other side of the canal that would be of 
the slightest interest to them,” and some were 
actually “seized with a doubt that there even 
WAS anything at all west of the canal.” While 
police are able to confirm that the rest of Long 
Island is “still over there,” Frick announced 
that both roads have been closed until drivers 
“overcome their skepticism” and traffic patterns 
can return to normal. 


WHO TURNED THE LIGHTS OUT? 

Police received numerous panicked phone calls 
over the course of the last several weeks, 
with anxious residents reporting “unexplained 
darkness.” On Thursday, police confirmed that 
there has in fact been a very pronounced 
diminishing of sunlight. “It started slowly 
at first,” explained police spokesman Lars 
Sonnlicht, “but then there was a sudden drop- 
off of daylight, and now it’s dark at 5 p.m.!” 
Sonnlicht reported that police have been 
looking into the situation, and have turned up 
some important clues, but are thus far stumped 
as to why night seems to be appearing so early. 
“The sergeant thinks that the planet might have 
started spinning more quickly, but we’re trying 
to rule out other possibilities before accepting 
that conclusion,” Sonnlicht announced.

Officials are 
hoping that residents will volunteer their own 
houses to be official ruins—otherwise, it might 
become necessary to seize properties and 
forcibly neglect them. gi

Ugly or Beautiful, Humans Can Get Used to Almost Anything

his past spring, our local power company 

marched through East Hampton planting 
about six miles of 60-foot-tall giant utility poles. 
These were almost twice as high as regular 
utility poles. And they marched down not only 
main streets but also little narrow back streets 
such as McGuirk Street, making the modest 
homes along those streets look like so many 
dollhouses. 

The general public was outraged at this. 
Letters to the local papers were written. Protest 
signs were put up. Our local government officials 
appealed to Albany to get this matter addressed. 
But the only thing that got accomplished was 
that several public hearings were held, during 
which time agents from PSEG (Public Service 
Enterprise Group) said they were not there to 
debate with opponents but just there to tell 
everybody what they were doing, which was 
improving the power base for the area in case 
of an emergency. 

This satisfied nobody. And the protests 
continued. But soon the voices of the outraged 
appeared to peter out. Today, the giant poles 


remain, but now it seems nobody notices any of 


them. They just blend into the landscape, just 
like the lower 30-foot poles did back in their 
day. Indeed, | heard someone tell me the other 


day that they thought a particular part of East 
Hampton was as beautiful as anywhere else in 
the world. It was in a place where the poles 
loomed. 

I can think of many other examples of this 
phenomenon. In Sagaponack, Ira Rennert, over 
a period of a few years, built a giant mansion 
on 63 acres of former potato field that is 
said to be the second or third largest private 
home in America. From the moment the ground 
broke, until the project was done, the Rennerts 
were vilified for doing this, the town building 
inspector who signed off on it was declared to 
be the devil incarnate and there were people 
in the community, such as Kurt Vonnegut, who 
said they would move away if this project were 
allowed to be completed. When the building 
was finished and the landscaping was put in, 
however, most people declared that all this 
looked pretty good. 

One might argue that people’s outrage was 
just about the mess being made. That when it 
was cleaned up, it all got forgiven. Or it could 
be argued that once the matter is decided and 
a winner declared, everybody moves on to 
something else. But I would like to argue that 
what happens is that people just get blind to 
what they earlier got so agitated about. It just 
all blends in. 

I have little doubt that back in the 1920s when

telephone poles, little ones, were marching 
through the landscape, people said the beauty 
of the place was ruined. But then, maybe it took 
a few months, people just took it all for granted. 
And from that point on the beauty of a place 
INCLUDED 30-foot telephone poles. 

Well, 30-foot telephone poles with the wires 
stringing along are not beautiful at all. They are 
spikey, troublesome obstacles that fairly well 
ruined the 20th century, in my opinion. 

One of the most beautiful places to ride a bike 
these days is the road called Daniels Lane in 
Sagaponack. It is a narrow two-lane affair that 
runs through. potato fields connecting Town 
Line Road with Gibson Lane. Fifty years ago, 
this road ran along without a single telephone 
pole and you could just see how stunning it 
was. Today most of it has telephone poles, but 
there is still one stretch, between Fairfield Pond 
Lane and Peter’s Pond Lane, which up until 
recently, continued along unobstructed. 

About five years ago, however, NO PARKING 
signs appeared on metal posts, about 50 yards 
along one from the next along that stretch and, 
in my opinion, that was it. 

Except now, I still think that stretch is 
beautiful. 

The moral: It’s all in the eye of the beholder, 
and if the beholder just ignores things that make 
the world ugly, we get what we deserve. £&.

Stay Home: Lions from 
Africa Will Be Released 
Monday to Deal with 
Deer Problems 

A solution to the deer 
problem in the Hamptons will take place next 
week, courtesy of a wealthy South African 
industrialist who has recently bought a home 
here. It will be at no charge to the taxpayers, 
and it will preempt the need for federal 
sharpshooters in the Hamptons. They had been 
scheduled to arrive here, and also in the other 
East End towns in February to cull the herd on 


year, but few wanted to 
put in bids. Since it is 28 
acres, including a main 
house, guest cottage 
and private dock, 
the asking price was 
quite high. 

Van der __ Klerk, 
of Cape Town, has 
parlayed several small 
silver and_ bauxite 
mines in the outback 
of South Africa into a 
conglomerate of more than 20 factories around 
the world, mining everything from boric acid 
to asphalt to gold to sand and gravel. Recently, 
in response to protests by environmentalists, 
he closed an asbestos mine in Tanzania, in 
spite of the fact it was quite profitable. He is 
retooling that mine to be able to separate out 
cobalt, which is in considerable abundance on 


the site and which is in great demand by the 
nuclear power industry. Fortune magazine has 
estimated Van der Klerk’s net worth at $1.2 
billion. 

Van der Klerk bought his Bridgehampton 
property sight unseen. 

Upon arrival here, he expressed astonishment 
at the crowds of deer that had broken through 
the hedgerows to feast on his gardens and 
lawns. He was even more astonished to learn 
that the five eastern towns, including those 
in the Hamptons, had agreed to have federal 
sharpshooters out here, free to roam on private 
property with high-powered rifles in February 
to kill as many deer as they could. The shoot is 
expected to last 40 days. 

“I will not allow anyone | don’t know on my 
property,” he said. “I can’t speak for the other. 
East End towns, but I’m sure that those here in 
the Hamptons feel the same way as I do.” 

Van der Klerk’s solution has been to bring 
26 male African lions from South Africa to 
Bridgehampton. He plans to release them into the 
woods here in the Hamptons on Monday. i.

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Pumpkintown Bypass 


Here’s the Way to Get from Southampton to East Hampton in the Fall

ank’s Pumpkintown in Water Mill closed 

last week, which is kind of a shame 
because after six weeks of filling out forms and 
permission slips and getting approvals from 
the proper authorities, we are finally able to 
publish this list of Pumpkintown Bypasses. 

As you know, from September 15 to the first 
week in November every year, the stretch of 
Montauk Highway between downtown Water 
Mill and Flying Point Road is awash, if that is the 
right word, with cars bearing happy children 
and parents who have decided to spend the day 
at Pumpkintown, and traffic tends to back up 
there in both directions quite a bit, cutting off 
East Hampton from Southampton. 

It’s a wonderful place, Pumpkintown, with 
wagon rides, castle slides, pony rides, corn 
mazes, apple picking, a farm stand full of fresh 
produce and jellies and jams, pumpkin fields for 
pick-your-own, candy apples, packs of donuts, 
hay bales and a barrel train. The kids can’t 
wait to get there. Their parents can’t wait to 
get them there. And what’s not to like? They 
even have their own pumpkin patch that, when 
picked clean, can overnight grow a whole new 
field of pumpkins. 


Here’s how you can get around the traffic 
jams that block the Montauk Highway in front 
of Pumpkintown. 


EASTBOUND 

Coming from the 7-Eleven on the Hampton 
Bypass, you turn left at the traffic light just 
past the Omni onto David White’s Lane and in 
about 300 yards when the road splits you take 
the right fork which is Seven Ponds to Flying 
Point Road, and after it curves to the right you 
follow it along until you get to a place with stop 
sign where three roads come together, namely 
Seven Ponds Towd Road, Lower Seven Ponds 
Road, and, bearing slightly to the right, Upper 
Seven Ponds Road. Take that road to the right 
and go past the first right turn but don’t take 
it—take the second right, which is Head of Pond 
Road. Head of Pond Road crosses the railroad 
track on a little wooden bridge and then dead 
ends a quarter-mile away, back at the Montauk 
Highway. Make the left and continue on. You’ve 
bypassed Pumpkintown. 


WESTBOUND 
When you come through the little village 
of Water Mill heading west, as the Montauk 
Highway bears right over Mill Pond, you take 


the left there, which is Little Cobb Road. It is 
a short street, and where it dead-ends about 
200 yards further on, you make the left onto 
Cobb Road. 

Continue on Cobb Road south half a mile and 
turn right onto Cobb Road West, and follow that 
down until you come to the first cross street. 
That street is Flying Point Road, which is the 
same but different Flying Point Road you get on 
when bypassing Pumpkintown from the other 
direction. You turn right at this Flying Point 
Road and follow it for about a half-mile, where 
it ends at the Montauk Highway. There is a 
traffic light there. And on the north side of the 
Highway it becomes the eastern end of County 
Road 39, so you get on that and you are on your 
way having passed Pumpkintown. 


Pumpkintown is doing everything it can be 
expected to do to help prevent traffic jams. 
They have parking on the site. They even have 
parking along a dirt road that runs alongside 
the shoulder of Montauk Highway, where more 
parking can take place. But Pumpkintown is so 
popular, it’s just a drop in the bucket, and when 
you’re being whined at by four little children 
who simply won’t give up, how do you keep 
control of your car as you (Cont'd on next page) 
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jockey for a place to let them off? 

The powers that bein Southampton 
say that Pumpkintown is not in 
violation of any laws. It’s a business, 
it falls under the category of farm 
stand where much of what is sold 
has to be grown on their farm— 
which it is—and the other activities 
are not illegal, just fun. It’s what 
you’re supposed to do on a farm. 

We regret that our Pumpkintown 
Bypass instruction sheet has 
not gotten to you until after 
Pumpkintown closed for the season, 
but you can always clip this out and 
save it until next fall—or maybe 
just save the whole newspaper you 
are reading (and take it out once a 
month until next season to refresh 
yourself about the stories you can 
read in it), and then clip it on the 
visor of your car over the dashboard 
for when you have no kids in the car. 

As for the town, there are 
other ways to skin a cat and get 
Pumpkintown to make more accommodations 
for the many happy people who want to go 
there. All it takes is a little thinking out of 
the box. 

Pumpkintown defines itself as a farm and 
farm stand business. But looked at another 
way, it is a, um, a town. It says so right in the 
name. Pumpkintown. It’s as much a town as the 
Magic Kingdom. 


Would you vote one of these Hank’s Pumkintown residents into office? 


As a “town,” Pumpkintown should be required 
to incorporate, have a highway department, a 
police force, a mayor, a water department, a 
judicial department, a commissioner of public 
works, fire hydrants, a town attorney and a 
comptroller. Just like the Magic Kingdom does. 
(Look it up.) 

From this perspective, it should be possible 
to REQUIRE they become a town. Then see 


to it that for the eight weeks they 
are there—it would be this nation’s 
first “Pop Up” town—they have 
Pumpkintown traffic police giving 
out tickets for illegal parking. 

What would they do with this 
money? They don’t NEED the 
money, | am sure, since they are just 
so amazingly successful.

Hooray for Who? 


Jets, Giants, Yankees, Mets, Knicks, Nets All Down in the Dumps

he New York professional sports teams are 

just awful. I have no idea why. Maybe it’s 
something in the air. The New York Jets are 
pathetic, losing eight games in a row. The New 
York Giants, just blown out by Seattle this past 
Sunday, are scraping bottom. And baseball is no 
better. The New York Mets are so bad and have 
been so bad for so long that I don’t pay any 
attention to them anymore. While the Yankees 
didn’t even make the playoffs this year. 

I’m a born-and-bred sports fan and I take this 
very personally. When I grew up I rooted for 
the Brooklyn Dodgers—Jackie Robinson and all 
that—and we'd always lose. I was 7 years old 
when Jackie came up. And I got used to rooting 
for the underdog, because it was such a thrill 
to watch a team with subpar skills rise up and 
triumph. Frankly, if it’s been bad for New York 
it’s been even worse for me. 

In the last five years I’ve declared twice that 
there were new ballplayers who would be 
stars. The first was a pitcher for San Francisco 
named Tim Lincecum. He was very tiny, for a 
pitcher anyway, at 5 foot 11. So he had to have 
tremendous thrust in his windup to get his 
fastball up over 90 miles an hour. As a result, his 


windup looked like something a mad scientist 
would concoct. But it worked. And I was right 
about him. He not only became a strikeout king, 
he won the Cy Young Award as best pitcher two 
years in a row. I recall being in San Francisco at 
that time. I have a daughter who lives there. And 
I saw a bumper sticker reading UNTIL THERE’S 
A CURE, LINCECUM WILL THROW STRIKES. 
And it was true. Anyway, in this year’s World 
Series between San Francisco and Kansas City, 
Lincecum was on the bench. He is only 30 years 
old, but he seems to have worn out. He throws 
only around 89mph. But his contract is for so 
many years at so many tens of millions that 
they put him on the “disabled” list and there 
he sits, watching it like the rest of us. He really 
hasn’t pitched well since 2011. 

The other baseball player I’ve told everybody 
would soon be a star is Yasiel Puig, a 6 foot 3 
inch 240 pound giant of a right fielder born and 
raised in Cuba. The Los Angeles Dodgers thought 
he was so amazing at 22, they contracted him 
for seven years with a $42 million deal. He spent 
a year in the minors and then came up in 2013, 
and he batted nearly .400 for the first half of the 
year. 

As the Dodgers fought their way through the 
playoffs toward the World Series last month, 


| was 7 years old when Jackie 
Robinson came up. And | got used to 
rooting for the underdog, because it 
was such a thrill. 


Puig who had been in a terrible slump, suddenly 
couldn’t hit the ball at all. After striking out 
seven times out in eight tries at key moments 
for no particular reason any doctor could find 
for him, the manager benched him. And with 
that the air seemed to go out of the team. And 
they folded right up. Puig wound up batting 
.296 this year. A record low for him. And the 
Dodgers were gone. 

So there I was watching the seventh game of 
the World Series two weeks ago with the Mets 
long buried, the Yankees out of it, Lincecum on 
the bench, Puig a disaster, the Jets acatastrophe, 
Eli Manning unable to throw to his receivers for 
the Giants, and the phone rang. The game was 
over. San Francisco had won again. And it was 
my daughter. 

“Our town is better than your town,” 
shrieked.

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Finding a New Beginning for “Beginnings” in Sag Harbor

| ee before Jenine Boisits began serving 
customers at 7-Eleven and Cappelletti in 
Sag Harbor, she was giving voice to new writers 
from all over North America and even a few 
from overseas. Now she’s poised to do it again. 

Boisits’ completely self-financed literary 
magazine for new and unpublished talent, 
Beginnings, was a labor of love that had grown 
from a small upstart out of her Shirley home in 
1999 to one of Writer’s Digest’s Top 30 Fiction 
Markets in 2002 and 2003. The magazine was 
so popular and revered by its readers and 
contributors that Ingram Content Group, the 
world’s largest book and magazine distributor, 
came to Boisits seeking to distribute it in 2003. 

She created a website and registered 
Beginnings Publishing Inc. as a 501(c)(3) 
nonprofit corporation, a status it maintains, 
but that wasn’t enough to keep her dream alive.

In spite of Boisits’ successes, she could no 
longer afford the great expense that came 
with printing Beginnings—an advertising-free 
endeavor funded only by subscriptions and 
produced during precious free time between 
her day job and raising two children. “I'd do like 
four hours while they were in school,” Boisits 
says, adding later that, “with a heavy heart,” 
she was forced to stop publishing in 2007. 

At that time, Beginnings was the only literary 
journal dedicated exclusively to the new writer. 
Nothing like it has appeared since to fill the 
gaping hole the magazine left behind. 

“If | had more money I could’ve been more 
successful,” Boisits explains, noting that she 
only wanted enough to keep printing and 
helping new writers so desperate to be heard in 
a world fraught with rejection and frustration. 

After publishing her last issue, Boisits 
maintained her website, literarybeginnings.org, 
but otherwise remained in mourning for “her 
baby” and did little to resuscitate it. 

Then she moved to Sag Harbor and showed 
old copies of Beginnings to the right person. 

Perhaps fate led her husband Pete to work for 
artist Dan Welden, the man Boisits credits with 
sparking her return to her life’s great passion. 

“All Jenine needed was a little encouragement 
for that wonderful inspiration she has,” Welden 
says, acknowledging his small role in what he 
and Boisits hope will be the journal’s revival. 

Beginnings was born after Boisits, then a 
fledgling writer, sent for a sample of a literary 
journal and found it lacking. “It was pretty 
shoddy and not well produced,” she says, 
describing the moment of certainty that she 
could make something better. 

Boisits’ vision for the journal not only sought 
to publish and showcase new writers, but also 


to help them improve their craft and navigate 
the difficult submission process. 

Boisits shows great empathy for struggling 
writers and did everything she could to return 
submissions with constructive criticism. 

The journal also published cartoons, it had 
a section for kids, and her website fostered 
a community for writers to share work and 
criticism on its message boards. Beginnings 
even received submissions from people in 
prison, giving published convicts a sense of 
accomplishment and, for one prison poet, a 
bridge to relate with his estranged son. 

“I was helping a lot of people,” Boisits says. 
“People have written me letters saying they’ve 
gone on to be published over and over again.”

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Amazing Race: Notes from Marathon Sunday

_ It was 8:30 a.m. on Sunday in 
KEEP FIT ' New York, and 3rd Avenue 
was empty. Even Starbucks 
was closed, apparently for 
lack of a barista. 

I wanted to yell to the 
few souls walking around 
the wind-blown expanse 
that was an eerily deserted 
Midtown: “Do you realize 
that the most elite distance 
runners in the world will run up lst Avenue 
in two hours? That the first American male to 
win the Boston Marathon since 1983 is running 
here today, just two blocks east? That a Wake 
Forest alumna is vying to be the top American 
contender, and she’s one of the few elites who 
also has a fulltime desk job?” 

My cries to ignite excitement over the TCS 
New York City Marathon didn’t all fall on deaf 
ears, as a friend soon joined me in a nearby— 
open—Starbucks, and we hashed out our plans 
for optimal viewing. 

For as much as] love the idea of the marathon, 
I’ve never run one (it’s on the bucket list), 
nor have I watched one. But I love that the 
roads are closed for upwards of seven hours 
to accommodate people of all levels. I love 
that marathons are a place of both intense 
competition and a place where you'll never 
hear anyone booing. 

We wanted to focus on the competitive 


aspect, catching the elite women (our running 
idols) at as many viewing points as possible. 
That group included Annie Bersagel, the former 
Wake Forest runner who also works as a lawyer 
in Oslo, Norway. She graduated before I came to 
school, but I’ve been inspired by the interviews 
she gave before the marathon. 

“A lot of people bloom later,” she told The 
New York Times, commenting on how she has 
flown under the radar. “...having a shoe contract 
doesn’t necessarily make you the best.” 

Whether you’re a runner or not, it’s hard 
to line the marathon route and not become a 
dreamer. The Active Times just named the New 
York City Marathon the best marathon in the 
world. Here’s the best way to take it all in: 


1. Meet friends at the Starbucks on 59th 
between 3rd and Lex. Fish the napkin that you 
still have from the Jitney ride out of your bag. 
Borrow a pen. Start mapping out your plan. 

2. Google the PR (personal record) of Kara 
Goucher, your distance running idol. Figure out 
when she’ll be at Mile 16, just down the street 
at 59th and lst. Contemplate the feasibility of 
catching the elites again when they’re uptown; 
and again as they circle around the Bronx and 
down 5th Avenue. Execute Phase 1 by jogging 
over to Mile 16. 

3. Make plan for how you’re going to cheer for 
Annie Bersagel. Agree to start a chant when she 
passes the first orange cone. 

4. Watch the first wheelchair runner cross the 
bridge. Become both humbled and inspired. 


5. Receive text from another friend who 
got stuck on the subway but says that she’s 
coming. Cross fingers that she makes it to 59th 
and 1st before the elite women pass. 

6. Turn around to find the once-lost friend. 
Teach her the Annie cheer. 

7. Run to 3rd Avenue and dive into the first 
cab you see, using all three available doors. 
Inform the cabby that you’re chasing down the 
elite female marathoners. 

8. Marvel at the cabbie’s ability to access the 
immediacy of the situation. Dodge traffic so 
wildly that it feels like you’re in a video game. 
Fantasize about being a contestant on The 
Amazing Race. Put on seat belt. 

9. Get out at 125th and 3rd. Wait for receipt 
from cab. Run to Ist Avenue. Situate yourself 
in the front row. Realize that this, Mile 19, is 
a huge hill, and get excited that there are few 
people around to drown out your cheers. 

10. Race to 125th and Fifth. Wonder if you 
can cover the .7-ish miles in the same time that 
the elite women can cover close to three miles. 
Make it to the front lines with a minute to spare. 
Cheer for the women for a third, final time. 
Watch them disappear into the distance, and 
wait in anxious anticipation for the elite men. 


I’ve always thought that the end of Daylight 
Savings, and its invitation to allow darkness 
to encroach, is the worst day of year.

Over 20 years ago Dale 
Haubrich and_ Bette 
Lacina, partners in life 
and business, had a dream 
support themselves 
by farming organically 
on their smallholding in 
Sag Harbor. 

Haubrich and_ Lacina 
were’ instrumental in 
establishing the Sag Harbor 
Farmers Market and have become popular 
fixtures there, selling a wide range of delicious 
organic fruits and vegetables. Their farm, 
Dale & Bette’s, located next to Bay Burger 
on the Bridgehampton Turnpike, is especially 
renowned for its organic salad greens. 

In 2010 Haubrich, who grew up on a farm in 
Iowa, decided that he wanted to grow a local 
staple crop. Since he’s well acquainted with corn, 
he chose to grow Native American multicolored 
flint corn. It’s colorful and nutritious and grows 
well in this climate. The corn meal was a smash 
hit at the Sag Harbor Farmers Market when it 
debuted last year and Haubrich will offer it for 
sale at the Topping Rose Farmers Market this 
Saturday, November 15. 

Fresh Hamptons in Bridgehampton uses the 
meal to make its popular polenta. The corn 
meal is sold in two-cup bags and its label 
includes a recipe from Lacina for a tasty corn 
bread. I tweaked her recipe a bit and share

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This Week’s Cover Artist: Carol Saxe

East Hampton-based artist 
Carol Saxe works in a 
realist style, her brightly lit 
paintings drawing viewers 
in, inviting them to take part 
in the setting. Her series 
include windows, boats and 
coastal scenes, among other 
subjects that are distinctly 
~ recognizable to East Enders. 

Saxe, whose work can 
currently be seen at Chrysalis Gallery in 
Southampton, earned her MFA at the University 
of Michigan and MA at Columbia University, 
and has gone on to receive numerous honors 
and awards for her artwork—locally, they 
include an Honorable Mention from Guild Hall’s 
Member Show in 2013 and Best Dan’s Papers 
Cover in 2012. This week, Saxe lets us in on her 
inspiration and influences. 


This cover scene looks familiar—is this the 
back patio at W6lffer? And how did you 
capture that warm sunset glow? 

Yes, the setting is the back patio at Wdolffer 
Estate Vineyard. | intensified the contrast 
between the sunlit warm colors and the shaded 
cool colors to capture the quality of light. 
The different shades of weathered teak and 
shades of stone absorbed or reflected the 
light in beautiful colors and gave me a lot to 
work with. 


What medium did you use to make this work? 
My paintings are all done with acrylic paints, as 
I am allergic to oil. There are now high quality 
acrylic based paints that stay wet like oils that 
have enabled me to change the way I work. 


As an artist, how does your home or 
surrounding environment influence your 
work? 

The surrounding environment is very much 
a part of my work. The paintings are meant 
to evoke the viewer’s response to what we 
experience here. Some I would describe them 
as “lifestyle” paintings, like the W6lffer patio, 
paintings that are meant to focus the viewer 
on what is special about life here now— 
the ambience, the architecture, the setting. 
Although there are no people in the painting, 
the tables are there and the scene is set 
for people, for parties or quiet conversations 
while sipping wine and looking out over the 
vineyards. 

My window paintings are also intended 
to draw the viewer into either an emotional 
response or a recollection. Windows create the 
tension between inside and outside, insider and 
outsider. I like a painting that can tell a story, 
one that the viewer can hopefully look at for a 
long time. 


Who are some of the artists you most admire? 

Wow, there are so many. Picasso, of course, 
was brilliant and revolutionized painting and 
sculpture. The Impressionists are my favorites, 


especially Monet, Manet and Renoir. The 
way they handled paint was brilliant and the 
beauty and range of their colors. As for more 
contemporary artists, I really admired David 
Dodge Gray’s large clean architectural paintings 
for their blend of realism and abstraction. 

May Stevens water paintings—many years 
ago I saw a wall-size painting she had done of 
an empty boat adrift, and it is one of the most 
amazing and moving paintings I have ever seen. 
It just resonated deep emotion. When you got 
up close, you saw that the tiny ripples in the 
water had actually been created by tiny script... 
lots and lots of words. I found out later that she 
had had painted it after her son died and it was 
about loss. But like all great paintings, it needed 
no words of explanation. The powerful imagery 
and masterful execution said all that needed to 
be said. 

I see Dan Pollera’s work often, as we exhibit 
in the same gallery, and I really admire the 
intensity and beautiful shadows he has created 
in his recent porch paintings. I also admire April 
Gornik’s landscapes for their freshness, scale 
and simplicity, but primarily the emotional 
effects she achieves with color. She really is a 
painter’s painter. Sadly, the art world has been 
one of the last bastions of the “boys club,” so 
subsequently many deserving women artists 
probably remain unknown to us. gi

Five Ways the New Suffolk County 


Budget Impacts the East End 


EAST END: “Although the East End represents only 10 percent of the 
county’s population, we contribute one third of every dollar collected 
in property taxes because of our higher property values,” points out 
Jay Schneiderman, a Suffolk County legislator from Montauk and the 
deputy presiding officer of the legislature. 

Schneiderman, who is in his sixth two-year term as county legislator, 
announced Monday that the legislature has adopted a 2015 budget that 
holds the line on taxes—the 11th consecutive budget that does not 
include an increase in general fund property taxes. 

A number of budget initiatives are specific to the East End. 

1. An additional $1 million per year for three years for East End police 
departments. According to Schneiderman, East End departments have: 
long been shorted when it comes to their share of sales tax revenue 
meant for police funding, and a disproportionate amount of sales tax 
going to western Suffolk police. = 

While western Suffolk towns are served by the Suffolk County Police 
Department, the five East End towns are served by individual town 
departments. : 

2. A South Fork teen suicide prevention program will receive $50,000 
in county funding. The move is in response to a recent spike in teen 
suicides. A new mental health consortium, led by Family Service League 
in conjunction with Southampton and Stony Brook hospitals, includes 
improved psychiatric evaluations and counseling services, among other 
elements. 

3. Suffolk County Transit’s new Sunday bus program will get an 
additional $500,000 for additional routes and extended evening hours. 

4. New county positions will be filled in order to get water samples 
and investigate ground water contamination. 

5. Funding will enable the county to hire an entomologist to develop 
a comprehensive plan to reduce Lyme and other tick-borne illness in 
Suffolk County. 

The budget is awaiting County Executive Steve Bellone’s signature. 


Starbucks May Come to Southampton 


SOUTHAMPTON: The possibility of Starbucks 
opening in Southampton has long been a 
looming specter for many residents and 
business owners who want the corporate 
chain to stay out of their village, but others 
have welcomed the idea that they could get 
their Frappuccino fix without having to drive 
to Hampton Bays or Bridgehampton. 

Starbucks has applied to open in the 
presently vacant storefront at 29 Hampton 
Road. Site plan approval is needed before 
Starbucks can begin remodeling the space into a café. A new coffee 
shop there would compete with Blue Duck Bakery and Citarella across 
the street, as well as Village Gourmet Cheese Shoppe and Golden Pear 
on Main Street. 

John Bennett, a Southampton attorney who is representing Starbucks 
in this matter, said Thursday that Starbucks already has the health 
department and architectural review board approvals it needs. Now, all 
that remains is for the planning board to sign off on the site plan, which 
Bennett expects will happen this month or in December. 

The application calls for a 16-seat café. 

Starbucks has never had a location in Southampton Village before, 
but there was one at 20 County Road 39—presently a Dunkin’ Donuts/ 
pizzeria—from 2005 through 2008. That Starbucks was shuttered as 
part of 600 closings nationwide initiated in 2008 when the company 
contracted domestically.

Montauk Kickstarts a 
Surf Museum 


MONTAUK: A division of the 
Montauk Historical Society is 
seeking to renovate a building 
adjacent to the Montauk Point 
Lighthouse in order to transform 
it into the Montauk Surf Museum, 
and $25,000 is needed to 
complete the project. 

Montauk Surf Museum, also 
known as the Oceans Institute of 
the Montauk Historical Society, 
has turned to Kickstarter, a 
crowdfunding website, to raise 
the necessary capital. As of this 
week, the museum has received 
more than $7,000 in pledges since 
October 28. Jimmy Buffett, Bettina 
Steele and Rusty Drumm serve on 
the board of directors. 

The museum is designed to tell 
the story of how Montauk became 
the foremost surfing destination 
on the East Coast, and also 
explain how sea-level rise and 
erosion shape Montauk’s future. 
The science and origins of surfing 
will be among the exhibitions, as 
well as a virtual aquarium. 

The archives will include 
photographs and interviews 
with surfers, and events will 
be planned to highlight artists, 
musicians and filmmakers 
inspired by the sea. 

If the Kickstarter goal is not met 
by Nov. 26, the museum will not 
receive any of the pledged funds.

Judge Pitts Takes To a Different Bench

o a judge walks into a bar....No seriously, a 

Suffolk County Supreme Court justice walks into 
Tweed’s Restaurant & Buffalo Bar in Riverhead on 
the first Friday evening of nearly every month to play 
piano for dinner guests at the famous local watering 
eatery. 

Truth be told, The Honorable Arthur J. Pitts 
sometimes moonlights as a piano player in Riverhead, 
something he first cleared with the Advisory 
Committee on Judicial Ethics. 

“I am not allowed to advertise—I couldn’t go to 
a country club and say ‘put me on your list and Ill 
play whatever weddings’ if they want cocktail piano 
players or something like that, at least that is the way 
I read it,” Judge Pitts said of the opinion he received 
in 2010 after asking the committee whether it would 
be unethical for him to play piano for money, which 
he saves up as vacation money for himself and his 
wife. “I can’t put an ad in the paper that says piano 
player available...because then | would be engaged 
in the business of making music. They draw a 
distinction. | understand the rationale behind it and 
I have to live with it.” 

Though he’d known from the tender age of eight 
that he wanted to practice law, Judge Pitts said there 
was a brief time in high school that he considered 
becoming a musician instead. 

“T figured that I could go into law and have music 
on the side, but I couldn’t go into music and have law 
on the side, so I chose law,” he said. “When I finished 


college...1 took four years off and 
did a variety of things...The last 
thing that I did before I actually 
applied to and got into law school 
was work as a bouncer at a club in 
Montauk.” 

The musician of many hats 
said his time spent working as a 
bouncer helped him hone skills 
that have come in handy in his 
legal work. 

“Tam not that big a guy but I have 
an ability to get through to people 
and convince them that it is not 


really in their best interest to keep Judge Pitts at the keys 


doing what they are doing and that 

it was probably time to go home,” said Judge Pitts. “I 
just have that gift of gab, if you will. It wasn’t really 
so much a question of doling out justice as much 
as, ‘Alright, there is a situation here that’s got to get 
diffused and...it needs to be resolved successfully 
with hopefully the minimum bad feelings and all jaws 
intact.” 

Judge Pitts ultimately worked through law school 
while moonlighting as a bartender and practiced law 
until 1987, at which time the Democrat was asked 
to run for supervisor. in the historically Republican 
town of Babylon. 

“I ran as hard as I could to take advantage of the 
opportunity but I never, ever thought I had a chance 
of winning,” he said. “I had two Democratic running 
mates for town board and it was the first time in the 


history of the town of Babylon that 
they had a Democratic majority 
on the town board. It’s been 
Democratically controlled ever 
since.” 

During his third term as Babylon’s 
supervisor, Pitts was asked to run 
for judgeship on the county court 
and served seven years there 
before he was ultimately sworn in 
as a Suffolk County Supreme Court 
| 2Justice in 2000. 

“I play the great American 
esongbook,” he said of what 
listeners should expect to hear. 
“A lot of stuff that—if you listen 
to the jazz from the ’40s, ’50s and ’60s—you would 
know.” He also plays a variety of classic Broadway 
show tunes and said he is learning songs from newer 
shows like The Phantom of The Opera. 

Judge Pitts can occasionally be found tickling the 
ivories at Stonewalls Restaurant and Hotel Indigo’s 
Bistro 72, in addition to his regular gig at Tweed’s on 
the first Friday night of every month. ga.

Bay Street’s “To Kill a Mockingbird” Riveting!

hat would longtime Sagaponack resident 

Truman Capote think of Bay Street Theater’s 
Literature Live! Production of To Kill a Mockingbird? 
The show, while aimed at children and abridged to 
keep it to about 85 minutes, is a powerful, emotional 
telling of the Harper Lee classic. Capote would 
probably delight in the epic that places the character 
Dill, which Lee based on him, as an observer to 
history in the making. 

The cast and crew work together to make To 
Kill a Mockingbird a uniquely memorable theater 
experience. While many are familiar with the book— 
which is often required reading in high schools—and 
the 1962 Gregory Peck film, the theatrical adaptation 
is full of surprises thanks to its clear, minimalist 
storytelling style as directed by Joe Minutello.

The trial scene in “Mockingbird” 


Told by the grown-up Jean Louise Finch (Chloé 
Dirksen), Mockingbird centers around a racially 
charged trial that rocks a small town one summer 
in the 1930s. Young Jean Louise, or “Scout” 
(Jemma Kosanke) witnesses the ugly proceedings 
from an innocent’s perspective, while her brother 
Jem (Hudson Troy) comes of age as he starts to 
understand the gravity of the crime. Kosanke is 
adorable as Scout, a precocious tomboy whose 
rough disposition hides a wise-beyond-her-years 
compassion. Troy lends Jem an introspective air, 
his eyes betraying his knowledge of the goings-on 
around him. Their father, Atticus (Scott Eck), is 
defending Tom Robinson (Chauncy Thomas), a local 

“negro” accused of raping the troubled Mayella Ewell 
(Jessica Mortellaro). 

As the crime splits the town and exposes the 
racism of several citizens, Atticus teaches his 
children about humanity and justice while reminding 
them to see things from other people’s perspectives. 

Carolyn Popp is warm and endearing as the 
children’s neighbor Miss Maudie, and Cooki Winborn 
is a scene-stealer as their tough-talking housekeeper/ 
nanny Calpurnia. The neighborhood as envisioned 
by Gary Hygom is a dreamy memory, with a tire 
swing centered between two stylized houses, and is 
made all the more effective with soft, warm lighting 
by Mike Billings. 

The most striking and riveting performance, 
though, is Mortellaro’s as Mayella Ewell. Mortellaro 
doesn’t have much stage time, but her confrontation 
with Atticus on the stand at the trial is chilling 
and raw. Mortellaro presents Mayella as a volatile 
woman who is victimized by all the men around her, 
be it her abusive father Bob Ewell (a menacing Joe 
Pallister) or Atticus, who is trying to acquit Tom. Her 
animalistic reaction to being caught in lie after lie will 
give audiences goose bumps. The courtroom scene, 
as well as other pivotal scenes, are accompanied by 
dramatic music by Daniel Goodale. 


Jean Louise watches over the proceedings as a 
sort of Greek chorus, reliving her childhood as an 
older, wiser spectator. Dirksen’s presence makes 
Mockingbird feel like a memory play in the vein of The 
Glass Menagerie. It’s a fascinating theatrical choice 
and one that pays off. Dirksen is also tasked with 
narrating a good deal of information to the audience, 
including a subplot involving Jem reading to an 
elderly neighbor. The subplot isn’t staged, likely to 
keep the running time short for school audiences, 
but it was an important part of the novel and 
Dirksen’s clear storytelling makes it feel significant. 


Don’t let the educational “Literature Live!” banner 
turn you away from To Kill a Mockingbird. It’s a lovely 
piece of theater that stands on its own thanks to 
solid performances and elegant staging. The show is 
recommended for middle school students and older 
due to strong racial language in the court scenes. 


“To Kill a Mockingbird” runs through November 
29 at Bay Street Theater and Sag Harbor Center for 
the Arts.

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A Layman Revels in Guild Hall’s Hamlet

hough we haven’t quite reached the depths of 

Hamptons winter, keeping yourself entertained 
through the colder months requires creativity and 
a willingness to pry yourself from the comforts of 
your couch. I’ve been making a conscious effort to 
do so. The formula for success last weekend? Half- 
priced appetizers at The Palm, followed by cultural 
stimulation in the form of the Round Table Theatre 
Company’s production of Hamlet at Guild Hall. 

I went into the show rather blindly, as someone 
whose knowledge of Shakespeare largely comes 
from a class in both high school and college. | 
had intended to brush up on the plot of Hamlet 
before attending the opening night performance, 
but I neglected to follow through, so it was up to the 
Round Table Theatre Company to help me out. 


Here are eight notes from Guild Hall’s Hamlet: 


1. The production, with intermission, is just under 
three hours long. But, Round Table Theatre Company 
notes in its program that it could have been as long 
as five hours, had each line Shakespeare written 
been performed. In the sense that the 2014 definition 
of the word “action” implies that something has 
to be thrilling, with special effects or intense, fast 
drama, most of the action-packed parts of Hamlet 
are relegated to a small portion of the production, 
whereas Hamlet’s character development takes 
precedence. Yet it’s still easy to allow yourself to get 
lost in the production. Hamlet is action-packed in a 
different sense, as we witness his motivations, the 
impact of dysfunctional relationships and, ultimately, 
how a single-minded quest for self indulgence 
influences so many people. 


2. This bit of info comes from 
the program: Midway through the 
second act, Hamlet holds back 
from killing King Claudius, who 
murdered Hamlet’s father and 
married his mother, because King 
Claudius is praying. Prevailing 
Christian belief at the time was 
that if someone is killed while 
praying, he will be blessed and go 
to heaven. Hamlet does not want 
such a kind fate to befall his uncle. 
This is an interesting manifestation 
on the role religion played in people’s decisions 
during Shakespeare’s time, as well as a thought- 
provoking commentary on just how deeply Hamlet 
wanted King Claudius to suffer. 


3. Shakespearian English is like another language. 
Round Table Theatre Company allowed me to 
immerse myself in the play, making it easy to catch 
onto the sentence structure and vocabulary. 


4. Hamlet is full of lines that have become clichés 
in modern times, like “This above all: to thine own 
self be true.” And “Though this be madness, yet there 
is method in’t.” 


5. I sat on the right side of the theater. As Hamlet 
is sitting on his mother’s bed, revealing his anguish 
over his murdered father, Hamlet hears a stirring in 
the curtains and draws his sword, stabbing blindly. 
As my view was blocked, I couldn’t be certain who 
was killed, but the ensuing dialogue quickly made 
it clear that Lord Polonius, father to Hamlet’s love, 


Ophelia, had been murdered.

6. Why isn’t more attention 
paid to Hamlet and Ophelia’s 
relationship? Upon talking with 
a friend who was more familiar 
with the dialogue in its entirety, 
it seems that Shakespeare never 
really showed audiences the “how” 
and “why” of Hamlet and Ophelia’s 
| gcourtship. This made her anguish

7. Ophelia went crazy when she 
learned of her father’s death. But Hamlet appeared 
more as an intellectual than as a model of insanity. 
His monologues, witty banter and extensive plans 
to murder King Claudius indicate the mind of a 
person who is very much in control of his actions. 
His intentions, though malicious, are excusable, or 
at least explainable, as a reaction anyone could have 
had upon learning that one’s uncle murdered one’s 
father. 


8. When the cast came out for a curtain call, I was 
surprised that Lord Polonius wasn’t there bowing. 
Actor Josh Gladstone doubled as the gravedigger. In 
fact, several people played multiple roles, but Round 
Table Theatre Company did an excellent job of 
costuming each person so that it wasn’t immediately 
apparent to the audience. g@.

Book Reveals Labyrinth of Intellectual Insights

Some societal pleas are more 
important than others, and 
considering the accelerating 
hardline Islamist incursion 
into Iraq and Syria by the 
radical jihadi group ISIS, which 
_ would establish a totalitarian 

- theocracy in the Middle East, 
no argument would seem 
more significant than Philip 
Appleman’s eloquent and 
heartfelt call for an “equitable,” “humanistic” and 
“secular” world. He makes the case in a little gem 
called The Labyrinth: God, Darwin, and the Meaning of 
Life (The Quantuck Lane Press), a “very small book,” 
as he says, “with a very big subject.” The monograph, 
a republishing—at the urging of admirers—of an 
extended essay that appeared a couple of years 
ago in Free Inquiry (the periodical of the Council for 
Secular Humanism), presents a theme familiar to fans 
of this longtime East End resident. Appleman has 
spent years speaking and writing about the horrors 
and absurdities of holy book-based fundamentalism, 
and about the harm religious anti-science teachings 
continue to effect. 

Nothing could be further from Appleman’s 
views than the vision espoused by ISIS leader Abu 
Bakr al-Baghdadi: the idea that improving living 
conditions “is less important” than improving “the 
conditions of religion,” namely by instituting and 
exporting Sharia law. The Labyrinth does not directly 
look that far east, but its moral and philosophical 
entreaty for enlightenment, though directed at the 
heirs of Western culture, takes on a darker urgency, 
given the juggernaut of Islamic extremism. In any

case—and Appleman makes it universally—he says 
he knows the book will be controversial because it’s 
critical of all organized religion, whether reform or 
conservative, not to mention contemptuous of self- 
styled gurus (such as the Rev. Jim Jones) and those 
who espouse belief in the supernatural or invest 
heavily in the idea of a personal 
redeemer. Appleman believes 


and in the process would take the world down with 
us—“Believe in the immortality of the human soul, 
and it follows that destruction on earth won’t seem 

dreadful. Kill away.” 
The quality of Appleman’s prose alone is worth 
the price of entry, as they say, though the book 
will especially delight those who 


these individuals hypocritically 
pursue earthy satisfactions, while 
manically advancing their delusions: 
“Religion stalks across the face of 
human history, knee-deep in the 
blood of innocents, clasping its red 
hands in hymns of praise to an 
approving God.” 

Appleman, a much-published poet, 


recognize Appleman’s literary 
allusions seamlessly woven into 
the narrative. Of course, it’s his 
Darwinian theme—the “natural 
evolution of rising expectations” that 
only science can offer—that is the 
main, and most timely, attraction. As 
he writes, “The growth of scientific 
knowledge has tended to have 
socially progressive implications”

It is only we humans who, “trapped in the dank 
labyrinths of our [neurotic] psyches,” profess and 
act otherwise, fearing or not understanding death.

A cynic 
might say no, but the word “cynic” itself in the 
16th century meant “dog,” and dates to a school of 
ancient Greek philosophers who were known to be 
quarrelsome and contentious or “doglike” in their 
inquiries, but whose principles held to the primacy of 
virtue and independent thought. As Freud chronicled 
in his last great treatise, civilization comes. with 
attendant discontents. But, as The Labyrinth also 
shows, shorn of religious falsehoods and cruelties, 
civilization can also come with joys. i

ELSA AND FRED

INTERSTELLAR 

In the wake of Steve Coogan and Rob Brydon’s 
respectful but hilarious imitations of him in The 
Trip, Michael Caine has joked that even HE can’t 
“do” Michael Caine anymore. If by this he means 
his low, portent-filled growl that has lent an air 
of high seriousness to otherwise silly superhero 


films, it will be a great loss 
to directors who need an 
injection of gravitas into 
their goofier projects. In 
Interstellar, Michael Caine 
plays another in a string 
of grey eminences, but his 
voice is: noticeably less 
“Michael Caine-y” than it’s 
been recently—perhaps as 
a result of his reluctance 
to “do” Michael Caine— 
and so the film is missing 
that foundation of epic 
consequence that Caine 
is supposed to bring. The 
film, which also features 
Matthew McConaughey, 
is a combination environmental disaster/sci-fi 
adventure story about the search for a replacement 
for a ravaged planet Earth. It’s weighty stuff that calls 
out for Michael Caine’s most throaty tones—but it 
might have to try to make do without. 


THE BETTER ANGELS 
Abraham Lincoln grew up in the wilderness. There

The Better Angels, from 
director Terrence Malick, dramatizes the story of 
how Lincoln was able, against tall odds, to get the 
grounding in literature, writing, and law that allowed 
someone from such a background to formulate and 
articulate the way forward for a country torn apart 
by its own devotion to ignorance.

Separating Fitness Facts from Fiction

hink heavy weights will bulk you up? “Just like 

unicorns, mermaid and Medusa, it’s a fitness 
myth made up by monsters in your dreams,” jokes 
celebrity trainer and Barry’s Bootcamp instructor 
Courtney Paul. With that in mind, we turned to Paul 
and AKT in Motion founder Anna Kaiser to debunk 
some of the most widely spread fitness myths. 

No Pain...No Gain 

Paul: Pain is the body’s way of saying STOP! In the 
beginning, your body will send you a message. If you 
choose to ignore it, the body will try again with a 
larger message. This larger message may come in the 
form of injury. Train safely and train smart. You are 
in your body for hopefully a very long time, so get in 
tune with it and recognize the difference between a 
good muscle burn and pain. 

The more you sweat, the more calories you burn! 

Paul: Just because you sweat a lot during your 
workout does not necessarily mean you had an 
amazing training session. Sweat is your body’s way 
of cooling down. How many times have you sat on 
a beach sipping high calorie cocktails and sweating 
more than your morning five mile run? I promise you 
the run was more beneficial. 

You shouldn’t use weights over 3 lbs. 

Kaiser: If you don’t continue to challenge your 
muscles, you won't be able to keep your results 
and you will plateau. By constantly challenging 
your muscles, you will build more lean muscle, 
increasing your metabolism, and burning more fat 
and calories—even when you're resting. 

Taking a day off will set you back. 

Kaiser: Actually, calming your central nervous 
system and sleeping well is just as important for 
weight loss and muscles recovery as working out. 


Working out everyday will make you lose weight 

Kaiser: If you aren’t watching your alcohol intake 
and your diet, you may not see any changes at all 
in your body. What you put in your body is just as 
important as the energy you expend on a daily basis. 

If you gain weight on the scale after weeks/ 
months of weight training, you are fat. 

Paul: Whenever you weight train, you gain lean 
muscle mass. Lean muscle weighs more than fat... 
Weight training is also a source of inflammation, a 
well-known cause of water retention, so although 
numbers don’t lie, your focus should be on how 
much better your clothing fits and how great your 
arms and legs look! 

Heart rate monitors show you how many calories 
you burn in a workout. 

Paul: The accuracy of heart rate monitors is highly 
flawed. | hate to be the one to shoot down your high 
spirited thoughts of burned calories, but if you really 
think you disintegrated 500 calories in 45 min while 
lightly jogging to your favorite podcast you couldn’t 
be more mistaken. 

A workout is a workout—It’s all the same. 

Kaiser: The way you work out does not just dictate 
how many calories you burn, it actually creates a 
specific body shape. If an Olympic swimmer stops 
swimming and starts running, he will develop a 
completely different physical build... Make sure you 
know what your end physical goals are and find a 
workout that supports them! 

Women should not lift heavy weights because 
doing that ‘will make you bulky.’ 

‘Paul: All the bad decisions you make after that 
second glass of wine will make you bulky. Women 
produce estrogen and very small amounts of 
testosterone—this is why the build is not in muscle 
form. Honey, check your diet. 4

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Winterizing Your Garden in the Hamptons

W e are almost finished winterizing out clients’ 
gardens, to the extent that I winterize. I do like 
to leave almost the entire garden as is until spring 
for visual interest, to give insects places to stay 
during the winter and to give coverage to the crowns 
of plants. Each gardener has his or her opinions 
about garden over-wintering, undoubtedly based on 
experience—as are mine. 

This week, we worked in a garden with many 
dahlias. They are such a splendid flower, blooming in 
later summer when the garden needs a perk-up and 
into the fall, reminding the gardener of the glories of 
gardening. | have not had good luck overwintering 
their tubers, but I know gardeners that have. New 
tubers are not expensive and are easy to grow. There 
are many varieties and | like to try new ones each 
year. If you want to overwinter yours, instructions 
are easy to find on the internet. 

My husband and I went to a local farm stand last 
week and with much deliberation, each of us selected 
the perfect pumpkin for a jack-o-lantern. We have 
done this for many years and enjoy the carving and 
the glowing lanterns on the porch as much as any 
child. Of course, the ones we made this year were 
the best ever! 

Many farm stands have enumerable varieties of 
pumpkins, some tastier than others. Ask the farm 
stand operator for guidance. They might also have 
gourds, which are not edible but are perfect fall 


decorations for your house. They seem to get more 
outrageously colored and shaped each year. They 
will last in the house for a long time and eventually 
dry out completely. | love them and want one of 
every shape. But | restrain myself and get three or 
four. 

All summer I have been thinking of ways, within 
reason, that I can protect a place in my yard from 
deer, raccoons and squirrels so that I can make 
a vegetable garden. Only four foot fences are all 
allowed in the front of houses in Sag Harbor. What 
can I do to a six foot only fence (allowed at the front 
edge of the house to the property line and around 
the back and sides) to keep deer out—and what 
about the raccoons and rabbits? And then, then 
there are squirrels, which | like, but not when they’re 
eating tomatoes. I have thought of many schemes 
but a hoop house seems the only thing that offers a 
possibility. But given all of the beds, I could build one 
only about 4-feet wide. So, I think I will grow gourds. 

I have grown bird house gourds for several clients 
and then made them into bird houses. They are 
easy to grow and look amazing on a trellis. Watching 
them grow is fascinating. After the plants are dead, 
the gourds are removed (avoid bruising them) and 
put into a cool airy place to dry. They are dry when 
the seeds rattle when the gourd is shaken. They will 
probably develop interesting dark spots during the 
process. When they are completely dry, use a hole 
saw to cut the opening and a 1/4 -inch drill bit to 
make four drain holes at the bottom. You will need to

make a hook to hang it. I hang some inside trees and 
on outer branches. I have had several of these in my 
trees and on trellises for years; not the same ones, 
but they do last 2-3 years, and they have tenants 
every year. 

Bird house gourds have hard shells, and there are 
many kinds. | think I will try a couple of other ones 
in my flower garden next year. They are supposed to 
be critter proof, though I wonder about those tender 
baby ones. I will have to build a trellis to elevate 
them and | want to grow them so badly, I will net 
them if I need to! @&

Shining a Light on East End Wine

t’s what you might call a champagne problem. 

Say you have 1,000 bottles of wine—or more, 
even—and you're waiting until each one reaches 
its peak of perfection before drinking it. Maybe you 
could store it in a natural cave like they sometimes 
do in California, but good luck finding a natural cave 
on the East End. You could take a chance and store 
it unenclosed in your basement, but you wouldn’t 
have precise control over the climate—and what if 
your basement floods in the next hurricane? And 
you can’t simply stick the wine in your refrigerator, 
as refrigerators dry things out and tend to vibrate, 
which disturbs the vino. 

What’s an oenophile to do? “In order that the 
wine age well, you have to keep it at 53-54 degrees,” 
Wolffer Estate winemaker and partner Roman Roth 
explains. “Even more importantly, the temperature 
needs to be consistent. Otherwise, the corks will 
expand and contract and allow oxygen into the bottle 
and harm the wine.” Light can also affect wine, Roth 
adds, so any storage area should remain dark most 
of the time. Humidity also needs to be controlled, as 
a dry atmosphere might dry out those corks. 

Enter the wine cellar. 

As the East End has become a destination for wine 
lovers, a wine cellar has become an increasingly 
necessary feature of East End homes. And while a 
wine cellar doesn’t always need to be a luxurious 
affair, Hamptons and North Fork wine enthusiasts 
have frequently responded to champagne problems 


with champagne solutions. From straightforward 
purposes—controlled temperature and humidity, 
limited light exposure—has sprung a multitude of 
beautiful wine storage designs and arrangements. 

Owner Peter Cimino of North Fork Wine Cellar 
Designs, who designs and installs wine cellars across 
the East End, echoes Roth as he emphasizes the 
utility of the cellar. “A properly built cellar holds 
temperature well. When you first get all of your wine 
in there and begin to cool the space, it takes a long 
time to bring the temp down as you cool the air, 
the walls, the floor, the glass bottles and finally the 
wine,” he says. “Once you get it down, it should hold 
without too much additional refrigeration.” 

Luxury features like dramatic lighting or custom 
racking are fun and allow you to bring personality 
to what might otherwise be just a storage center, 
but temperature is the key to building a cellar. The 
utilitarian aspects of accommodating and preserving 
wine are of course of paramount concern in a wine 
cellar, but many Hamptons wine cellars look so 
inviting it would seem tragic if you couldn’t spend 
some time inside, admiring the various vintages, 
and maybe pouring a glass or two. Wine cellars 
have been constructed to accommodate parties that 
would make some dining rooms jealous, but “hanging 
out in a wine cellar is not to everyone’s taste,” 
cautions Cimino. 

Cimino designs the refrigerators in his cellars to 
be strong enough to withstand the body heat of one 
or two people, but warns that anybody sitting in a 
wine cellar has to be prepared to have “pretty cold

air blowing on them as the refrigerators work to hold 
temperature.” As an alternative, comfortable tasting 
rooms can be built adjoining a wine cellar—where 
people can enjoy their wine without shivering, and 
with additional refrigerators to bring white wine 
down to its recommended drinking temperature. 

As for Roth, he’s all about hanging out in wine 
cellars. He regards them as a sanctuary, even if he 
has to keep his coat on. “There should be really nice 
chairs to sit on, it should be quiet and peaceful—no 
distractions, no WiFi—and you should have a candle 
burning. Wine wants its peace.” a.
